SPECTRES HAIL FROM VANCOUVER, BRITISH COLUMBIA IN CANADA. THEY HAVE BEEN AROUND FOR SEVERAL YEARS NOW, AND HAVE RELEASED A 
STRING OF GREAT RECORDS, 2 7"S AND AN LP ON THE WHISPER IN DARKNESS LABEL, AND RECENTLY A SPLIT 7" WITH ARCTIC FLOWERS. UPON 
HEARING SPECTRES I INSTANTLY FELL IN LOVE WITH THE BAND, AND THEIR POST PUNK MEETS ANARCHO PUNK STYLE. SHORTLY AFTER I HAD THE 
PLEASURE OF READING AN INTERVIEW WITH THEM IN MRR (ISSUE 501 IP YOU'RE CURIOUS TO READ IT) I HAD WANTED TO INTERVIEW THEM, BUT I 
DECIDED TO WAIT SINCE THE MRR INTERVIEW WAS PRETTY GOOD, AND I AM GLAD I DID BECAUSE I THINK THIS INTERVIEW TURNED OUT MUCH MORE 
INTERESTING THAN IT WOULD HAVE IF I HAD DONE IT A COUPLE YEARS AGO. IF YOU HAVEN'T CHECKED THIS BAND OUT YET, DO YOURSELF A FAVOR

DEMOS? ARE YOU MULTI-INSTRUMENTALISTS, OR DID YOU USE A DRUM MACHINE? MAYBE YOU ALREADY HAD OTHER PEOPLE IN THE BAND WHO WERE 
JUST PLAYING THE SONGS YOU HAD WRITTEN? 

BRIAN: YOU ARE CORRECT WHEN STEVE AND MYSELF STARTED SPECTRES IT WAS JUST THE TWO OF US. STEVE H PLAYED DRUMS AND GUITAR AND 
I PLAYED BASS AND SANG. WE RECORDED ON AN OLD FOUR TRACK WE HAD SO IT WASN'T UNTIL WE MOVED TO VANCOUVER THAT WE WERE ABLE TO 
START THE BAND IN ANY REAL SENSE. 

EM 1 IN BETWEEN THE SECOND 7" AND THE LP YOU LOST STEVE ON GUITAR, WHO WAS THE ORIGINAL GUITARIST. THIS WAS AFTER THE BAND HAD 
ALREADY WRITTEN 7 SONGS FOR THE "LAST DAYS" LP. WERE THOSE SONGS COMPOSED ON GUITAR BY STEVE? AND WHY DID HE LEAVE? THE REASON 
I ASK IS BECAUSE THE LP CREDITS HIM FOR ONLY 1 SONG, WHICH MAKES ME WONDER IF HIS LEAVING FORCED YOU TO SCRAP SONGS ORIGINALLY 
SLATED TO BE ON THE LP. 

KRTAN- STEVE CAME UP WITH THE PARTICULAR SONG IN QUESTION, HE WAS ALSO INSTRUMENTAL IN MAKING GUITAR PARTS FOR VARIOUS OTHER 
SONGs'oN "tHB LP 'STEVE IS A GREAT MUSICIAN AND DEAR FRIEND SO WHEN HE LEFT WE DECIDED TO SCRAP WORK ON ANY SONGS HE WAS THE 
PRIMARY WRITER OF. STEVE LEFT THE BAND BECAUSE OF DIFFERENT 
EXPECTATIONS CONCERNING "THE SCENE" AND THE TYPE OF SHOWS WE WERE 
PLAYING DESPITE STEVE'S DEPARTURE FROM SPECTRES STEVE H, TYLER, 
AND MYSELF ARE IN A SIDE PROJECT BAND WHICH IS MUCH MORE POST 
FUNK WITH VIRTUALLY NO ANARCHO OR PUNK INFUENCE, WE ARE CURRENTLY

THEY'VE BEEN TOGETHER SINCE 1991 AND WHILE MOST OTHER NOISECORE BANDS THAT HAVE EXISTED FOR SUCH A LONG PERIOD OF TIME TURN INTO 
NORMAL GRINDCORE, NOISE FAITHFULLY DEFEND THE CAMPAIGN FOR MUSICAL DESTRUCTION. THEY HAVE RELEASED SEVERAL DEMOS, TWO SPLIT 7" 
EPS, A SPLIT LP, AND A FULL 7" EP. WHILE THEIR NOISECORE IS INDEED SUPERIOR IN ALL ASPECTS, PERHAPS THE GREATEST THING ABOUT NOISE

ALL, AND I LIVE IN THE FUCKING USA. THINK ABOUT IT, NOISE ARE FROM A HUGE THIRD WORLD COUNTRY AND EVEN THEY ARE TOTALLY WILLING

THIS IS PRETTY MUCH WHERE IT ALL STARTED FOR ME ALL THEM YEARS AGO. THIS TAPE BLEW MY 15-YEAR-OLD MIND APART AND HONESTLY I'VE 
NEVER FULLY RECOVERED. WHERE DO I BEGIN WITH THIS FUCKING CRAZY SHIT? OK, THE BULK OF THIS TAPE IS A DOCUMENT OF FOUR FREAKS 
HAVING THE DAY OF THEIR LIVES AT CEDAR POINT (WHICH IS AN AMUSEMENT PARK IN OHIO FOR THOSE WHO DON'T KNOW). IF YOU HAVE EVER BEEN

THIS IS PROBABLY THE MOST PISSED OFF 90 MINUTES YOU WILL EVER HEAR. THE NUT SCREAMER SIDE IS MOSTLY OUTTAKES AND LIVE STUFF 
FROM WHEN STEVEGGS DOES NUT SCREAMER AS A BAND/RECORDING PROJECT, NOT ROLLERCOASTER RECORDINGS. IT'S GREAT AND PISSED OFF AND 
WILL MAKE YOU HATE THIS MISERABLE WORLD EVEN MORE. AS FOR THE TLLN SIDE, OH MAN, I HOPE YOU DON'T LIKE DEATH METAL, BECAUSE THIS 
SIDE OF THE TAPE PRETTY MUCH SHITS ALL OVER EVERYTHING DEATH METAL RELATED AND BEYOND (AS IT SHOULD, FUCK DEATH METAL). THE

THE GEROGERIGEGEGE (JAPAN) - TOKYO ANAL DYNAMITE CD 

75 TRACKS OF ULTRA BURST NOISECORE YOU FUCK HEAD! THIS CD SHOCKED MY DUMB ASS BACK WHEN THE ONLY OTHER NOISECORE BAND I KNEW OF 
WAS ANAL CUNT. RECORDED LIVE IN TOKYO IN 1987 AND RELEASED IN 1990, THIS SERIOUSLY SOUNDS LIKE JUNTARO AND COMPANY ASSAULTING 
THE AUDIENCE WITH NUCLEAR WEAPONRY. THE GEROGERIGEGEGE HAVE RELEASED A BAZILLION RECORDS, BUT THIS ONE STANDS FAR ABOVE ALL 
THE REST STILL TO THIS DAY. I MEAN, REALLY, HOW CAN YOU FUCK WITH SUCH CLASSICS LIKE "LIFE IS VEGETABLE SOUP", "THE MASTURBATION 
OF TARA-CHAN", AND OF COURSE THE GERO STAPLES "ROCK AND ROLL" AND "DUTCH WIFE ABC"?? SIMPLY PUT, YOU ABSOLUTELY CAN'T.

OK, WHILE THIS IS NOT THE MOST MIND-BLOWING DEMO IN THE WORLD, IT MAKES THE LIST JUST FOR THE SHEER ABSURDITY OF IT ALL. FIRST, I 
SHOULD MENTION THAT IT TOOK ME ALMOST EIGHT YEARS TO GET A COPY OF THIS. EIGHT FUCKING YEARS. GOOD GOD I HAVE WASTED MY LIFE. 
ANYWAY, AS FAR AS THIS TAPE GOES, IT'S ALMOST AS IF YOU HAD A BUNCH OF H-YEAR-OLD KIDS TRYING TO OUTDO THE LYRICAL CONTENT OF

YEARS LATER AND THE HUMBLE EDITOR OF THIS HERE ZINE STUFFS MY PO BOX WITH A CDR COPY OF THIS DEMO THAT HE GOT FROM SOME

SPECTRES HAIL FROM VANCOUVER, BRITISH COLUMBIA IN CANADA. THEY HAVE BEEN AROUND FOR SEVERAL YEARS NOW, AND HAVE RELEASED A 
STRING OF GREAT RECORDS, 2 7"S AND AN LP ON THE WHISPER IN DARKNESS LABEL, AND RECENTLY A SPLIT 7" WITH ARCTIC FLOWERS. UPON 
HEARING SPECTRES I INSTANTLY FELL IN LOVE WITH THE BAND, AND THEIR POST PUNK MEETS ANARCHO PUNK STYLE. SHORTLY AFTER I HAD THE 
PLEASURE OF READING AN INTERVIEW WITH THEM IN MRR (ISSUE 501 IP YOU'RE CURIOUS TO READ IT) I HAD WANTED TO INTERVIEW THEM, BUT I 
DECIDED TO WAIT SINCE THE MRR INTERVIEW WAS PRETTY GOOD, AND I AM GLAD I DID BECAUSE I THINK THIS INTERVIEW TURNED OUT MUCH MORE 
INTERESTING THAN IT WOULD HAVE IF I HAD DONE IT A COUPLE YEARS AGO. IF YOU HAVEN'T CHECKED THIS BAND OUT YET, DO YOURSELF A FAVOR

DEMOS? ARE YOU MULTI-INSTRUMENTALISTS, OR DID YOU USE A DRUM MACHINE? MAYBE YOU ALREADY HAD OTHER PEOPLE IN THE BAND WHO WERE 
JUST PLAYING THE SONGS YOU HAD WRITTEN? 

BRIAN: YOU ARE CORRECT WHEN STEVE AND MYSELF STARTED SPECTRES IT WAS JUST THE TWO OF US. STEVE H PLAYED DRUMS AND GUITAR AND 
I PLAYED BASS AND SANG. WE RECORDED ON AN OLD FOUR TRACK WE HAD SO IT WASN'T UNTIL WE MOVED TO VANCOUVER THAT WE WERE ABLE TO 
START THE BAND IN ANY REAL SENSE. 

EM 1 IN BETWEEN THE SECOND 7" AND THE LP YOU LOST STEVE ON GUITAR, WHO WAS THE ORIGINAL GUITARIST. THIS WAS AFTER THE BAND HAD 
ALREADY WRITTEN 7 SONGS FOR THE "LAST DAYS" LP. WERE THOSE SONGS COMPOSED ON GUITAR BY STEVE? AND WHY DID HE LEAVE? THE REASON 
I ASK IS BECAUSE THE LP CREDITS HIM FOR ONLY 1 SONG, WHICH MAKES ME WONDER IF HIS LEAVING FORCED YOU TO SCRAP SONGS ORIGINALLY 
SLATED TO BE ON THE LP.

IT'S BORING AND UNIFORM. I THINK "PEACE PUNK" AS A GENRE WAS MUCH MORE INCLUSIVE AND OFFERED GREATER MUSICAL VARIETY. IF NOTHIN 
ELSE VARIETY OFFERS CHOICE AND POTENTIAL FOR INDIVIDUALITY, THAT LATTER OF WHICH WAS SUPPOSED TO BE ONE OF THE TENANTS ON WHICH

THIS WAS ONE OF THE MOST SATISFYING INTERVIEWS I'VE DONE, AND REALLY MADE MY DAY WHEN I GOT IT BACK. THE
